□ Features 


Your RadioShack 16-Minute Digital Recorder 
is light, compact, and easy to operate. It uses 
solid-state flash memory to record up to 99 
messages (plus one in a special location), so 
there are no tapes to load or break. Your re- 
corder also has these features: 

16 Minutes Recording Time — lets you set 
the recorder for 1 0 or 1 6 minutes maximum re- 
cording time. 

Liquid Crystai Dispiay — makes it easy to 
read the display in dim light. 

Low Battery indicator — lets you see when 
you need to replace batteries. 

Buiit-in Microphone — lets you record any- 
where.

□ Preparation 

Your recorder comes with two 3V lithium 
CR2032 button-cell batteries for power. Be- 
fore you use the recorder, you must pull out 
the battery insulation strip from the battery 
compartment. 


Preparation 
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TURNING THE KEY TONE ON 
AND OFF 

1 . Hold down Delete 
for about 2 seconds. 

2. Repeatedly press 
Special until bEEP 
flashes. 

3. Press Delete again. 

4. Repeat Steps 1-3 to 
turn off the key tone. 

SETTING THE RECORDING/ 
PLAYBACK TIME 

Hold down Delete until LP and SP flash, then 
press it again when SP (Standard Playing) ap- 
pears (for 10 minutes of recording time), or 
when LP (Long Playing) appears (for 16 min- 
utes of recording time). 
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Note: If there are messages, the current mes- 
sage number and dEL flash. Press Special 
until LP and SP flash. 


□ Operation 

Warning: Do not use the recorder while driv- 
ing, cycling, or operating a motorized vehicle. 

Note: Playback might be noisy if the recorder 
is near an AC power source, fluorescent lamp, 
or mobile phone during recording or playback. 

RECORDING MESSAGES 

1. Slide ON/OFF to ON. 

2. Press REC and speak into the built-in 
microphone. REC appears. 

3. Press REC again to stop recording. The 
current message number and total num- 
ber of messages appear.

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4. Repeat Steps 2-3 to record another mes- 
sage. As you record messages, the mes- 
sage count increases and the segments 
of the memory indicator disappear. When 
you have recorded 99 messages or 
reached the maximum recording time, 
FULL appears. 

5. Siide ON/OFF to OFF when you finish 
using the recorder. 

PLAYING MESSAGES 



To piay back a message, press PLAY/STOP. 
Siide VOL to HI or LO to adjust the voiume. 

To temporariiy stop piayback, press PLAY/ 
STOP. Press PLAY/STOP again to resume 
piayback. 
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You can skip backward or forward to find a 
message. Siide PLAY/STOP to - or + untii the 
desired message number appears. 

DELETING MESSAGES 

To delete a single message: 

1. Select the message you want to delete 
(see “Playing Messages”). 

2. Hold down Delete until dEL and the 
selected message number flash. 

3. Press Delete. The recorder deletes the 
message and renumbers the remaining 
messages. 

Repeat these steps to delete more messages. 

To delete all messages: 

1 . Hold down Delete until dEL and the cur- 
rent message number flash. 

2. Press Special. ALL and DEL flash.

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3. Press Delete. The recorder deletes all 
messages. This can take up to 1 minute if 
the memory is full. 

THE SPECIAL MESSAGE 

You can record one special message and play 
it back by pressing a single button. 

1. Press Special. REC and appear. 

2. Speak into the built-in microphone. 

3. Press Special again to stop recording. 

To play the special message, press Special. 
PLAY appears and the message plays back. 

To stop playback, press Special. Press Spe- 
cial again to have the special message play 
back from the beginning. 

You must delete the special message before 
recording a new one. Hold down Delete for 
about 2 seconds, then press Special if there 
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are messages. SPEC flashes. Press Delete. 
The recorder deletes the special message. 

RESETTING THE RECORDER 

If the recorder stops operating properly, you 
might need to reset it. Slide ON/OFF to ON. 
Hold down Delete and use a pointed object, 
such as straightened paper clip, to press RE- 
SET on the back of the recorder. The recorder 
beeps twice and ALL appears. All messages 
are deleted. 

REPLACING THE BATTERIES 

When 'Qzi flashes on the display (or Lo flashes 
when you press REC or Delete), replace both 
batteries. We recommend RadioShack 
CR2032 lithium batteries. 

1 . Use a Phillips screwdriver to remove the 
screw from the battery compartment 
cover, then lift the cover. 

2. Insert two fresh batteries into the com- 
partment with their positive (+) sides up.

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3. Replace the cover and the screw. 

Warning: 

• Dispose of old batteries promptly and 
properly. Do not burn or bury them. 

• Keep button-cell batteries away from chil- 
dren. Swallowing a button-cell battery 
can be fatal. 

Cautions: 

• Use only fresh batteries of the required 
size and recommended type. 

• Never leave dead or weak batteries in the 
recorder. Batteries can leak chemicals 
that can damage the recorder’s electronic 
parts. 

• If you do not plan to use the recorder for 
several days, remove the batteries.
